Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



Claims 29-47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claim 29, lines 4 and 5 "process gas which contains 
at least one substituted hydrocarbon compound" is in conflict with last two lines of claim 
29 "2 to 4 gases of the following ... Ar" since not one substituted gas is defined in the 2-4 
gases. Claim 29 last three lines "coating comprises 2 to 4 gases" is vague and 
indefinite since gases do not adhere to substrates. Claim 47 improperly depends on 
cancelled claim 21.
